found this immense reptile or nondescript. 
He was not a snake, not a fish, not an al- 
ligator; but yet he had parts that re- 
sembled all these creatures. His fossil 
remains (once on exhibition in St. Louis, 
but finally destroyed in the Chicago fire), 
which were facsimiles of his bones, 
measured 105 feet from his nose to the 
end of histail. There is no living or ex- 
tinct animal that had ahead anything 
like him. It was ten feet long, the 
jaws seven feet. They were armed with 
teeth similar to those of the Narwhal 
whale. The circumference of his body 
at the thickest part could not have been 
less than twenty-four feet. He was pro- 
vided with an excuse for a scapula, or 
shoulder-blade; to this was added a _tu- 
merus (upper bone of the arm) anda 
small radius and ulna (the two lower 
bones of the arm) and two or three 
phalanges similar to the bones of the hu- 
manband. This appendage could not 
have been of much use of propelling the 
monster. That work was undoubtedly 
done by his vast eel-like tail, which was 
quite sixty fect in length. As a fighter, 
this fellow could certainly have van- 
quished all comers. He could have 
chewed the largest alligator with as 
much ease as a sea bass would swallow 
a moss-bunker. 

The Mastodon or Missorium was a 
huge elephant without a trunk, at least 
not suchasnout as the elephants we 
have in this age. He was a grass e+ter 
and lived in the vast prairies which 
reach from Western New York directly 
west to the foothills of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. We find his bones in a good 
state of preservation only a little way 
beneath the surface, showing that he is 
of recent origin as compared with those 
gigantic fossils which are all stone, 
These animals have filled their places in 
nature, and when their surroundin 
were no longer suitable to their exis- 
tence they became extinct, So it will 
be in the flight of centuries ; animals that 
live now will pass away. 


the seas that have become extinct, as the 
oceans present no method by which its 
denizens can be petrified or fossilized; 
but that there have been more fishes 
that have become extinct than there have 
been of animals there can be no question. 

The peculiar construction of some 
quadrupeds presents a number of prob- 
lems which as yet our greatest compara- 
tive anatomists have not been able to 
give any solution. 

We know of no living thing that will 
compare with the common flea in strength 
and agility. A flea, one sixteenth of an 
inch in length, can jump a distance of 
twenty inches. This is 320 times its 
length. If we should require a six-foot 
man to jump 320 times his length he 
would have to land 1,920 feet from 
where he left the ground. 

Our common gray rabbit is one of the 
best jumpers we have. It is very easy to 
measure the strides of this nimble little 
fellow in a slight fall of snow. When 
he is pushed by a swift dog he jumps ox 
level ground about nine feet clear. In 
proportion to length, a horse, to jump as 
far as a rabbit, would have to clear sixty- 
four feet at a jump. There is no quad- 
ruped that has such powerful muscles in 
his quarters as the rabbit and none excel 
him in the muscles of his loin and back. 

The horse, on the contrary, cannot 
jump more than twenty-seven feet. 
Longfellow jumped this distance in all 
his great races. No doubt the great 
Miss Woodford can and does jump 
twenty-six and twenty-seven feet in her 
best races. Goldsmith Maid stepped 
with her hind feet seventecn feet when 
she was going at a 2:15 gait. 

It is said that Flying Dutchman, a 
trotter under the saddle of the olden 
time, stepped twenty-two feet. If Mr. 
Bonner should measure the stride of 
Maud S. he would find it not less than 
twenty feet. 

The gaited horse, next to the gallop- 
ing gait, will be found to be the pacer. 
His reach is twenty feet when going his 
best. A man, taking his size, outjumps 
a horse. It is well known, too, that a 
man is superior in strength, endurance 
and agility to the horse. As a traveler 
man holds the first place in the ranks of 
all animals that move over the surface of 
the carth.

Soon after the first batch of Chinamen 
put in their appearance in New York 
they began to surround themselves with 
heathen accessories to which they had 
been accustomed in San Francisco. Be- 
fore three months had gone by they had 
several flourishing opium dens, half a 
dozen ‘‘fan-ton” games and lottery joints 
and a dozen stores for the sale of 
Oriental commodities. Having provided 
for the amusements of their daily lives 
the moon-eyed strangers set up relations 
with the powers above, by establishing a 
Joss house, wherein .they hang their 
prayers with commendable regularity 
and punctuality, Next’ they set abont 
encompassing order by the founding of a 
Chinese law court, and lastly, and very 
recently they comp'eted the social circle 
of Chinese life by opening a hospital, or 
more properly, a house wherein the sick 
may ie without bothering their friends 

relations. 

Chinamen are well known to be fatal- 
ists. This trait in their national charac- 
ter makes Chinamen, who are otherwise 
cowardly, meet death with the utmost 
stoicism. On the Pacific slope execu- 
tions of Chinamen have been by no 
means unfrequent, aud in no case has the 
victim of the law failed to march to the 
scaffuld with the fortitude of an Indian. 
The belief that what is to be is to be, and 
no act of a person may avert a catastophe, 
renders the healing art most difficult of 
application to Chinamen. Once John 
becomes really sick, he is pretty sure to 
die, because he gives up all hope, refuses 
to take medicines, and resigns himself 
stoically to the fate in store for him.

The Art of Catting Diamonds. 


The art of cutting diamonds was not 
practiced in this country until 1858, 
when Henry D. Morse of Bostou showed 
what a Yankee could do at it: Since 
then the business of cutting diamonds 
has spread largely from the efforts of 
workmen impor or tanght by him, 
and now there are many workshops in 
America, chiefly in large cities, where 
diamonds are cut to order. The tariff 
has been adjusted so as to foster the dia- 
mond-cutting business here. Uncut dia. 
monds may be imported duty free, but a 
heavy duty is impose on the cut stones. 

The moderna process of diamond cut- 
ting is much the same as that which has 
_veen followed for centuries. The wages 
| paid the workmen are about the same as 
_ those paid to first-class working jewelers. 
_Mr. Morse has a machine of his own in- 
vention which he uses, and which he be. 
_lieves is an improvement on the old 
| method. He mounts two diamonds in a 
sort of double lathe, using one against 
the other. This is a close imita- 
_tion of the old hand method, in 

which the diamonds are cemented each 

at the end of a stick or handle, and 
rubbed together with a strong pressure, 
The diamond dust which results from 
tbis process, and is used in cleaving and 
ing diamonds, is called bort. It is 


fectdiamonds which are of litt'e value 
The ingenuity of jewelers 
has been ta:.ed to find use for the small 
diamond chips that come off in cleaving. 
Some ofthese chips are used fer cluster 
diamond jewelry. Many are used to 
represent the eye: of birds or animals, 
The rage for solitaire stones of late 
years has filled the market with cheap 
clippings. 

When Mr. Morse cut the big Virginia 
1849, Amnost 
jewelers doubted the poisibility of cut- 
ting diomonds in this country. ‘ But 
gradually the inevitable law of trade as. 
serted itself, and so profitable a business 
could not longer be monopolized abroad. 

ere are about a hundred workmen 
now employed in New York city. alone in 
cutting diamonds, and their wages aver- 
age about twenty-five dvllars a week. 
The expert who decides how a stone 
shall be cut does not always perform -the 
actual labor of cuttipg, but simply 
directs the lapidary how to eut so as 
to bring out the utmost brilliancy of the 
stone. It happens sometimes that the 
first cutting produces a comparatively 
dull stone, and that a skilful cutter takes 
the same stone, and, although reducing 
it in size, increasesits valae by produc 
ing greater brilliancy. Sometimes a part 
of a stone may be so hard that it cannot 
be polished. It is not always the hardest 
hrillient

A TRAIN WRECKED, 


Ten Persons Hilled Outright and 
Many Injured. 


A frightful wreck oecurred near the town 
of Hempstead, on the Houston and Texas 


Central railroad in Texas, at about 4 o'clock 
FOURTEEN men, women and children were ‘in the morning. The story told by one of 


these men was to the following effect: 

It was the north-bound night express 
which was going at a speed of about twenty 
miles an hour. There is a bridge at the 


point where the accident occurred. The en- 


gine passed over in safety, but the baggage 
and express cars flew the trac inz down 
an em ment thirty feet. e smoking 
car, two coaches, and two sleepers followed. 
The cars were crushed and broken into 
kindlin wood. The wreck im- 
mediately caught fire, and it looked as though 
all the passengers in the ruins would be roast- 
ed; but the engineer and fireman, who were 
on the engine and unhurt, worked like heroes, 
and extinguiehed the flames before they at- 
tained much headway, thus saving many per- 
sons from a horrible death. As it was, ten 
persons were killed and seventeen injured, 
some of the latter: being maimed for life. 

As soon as the dead were taken out and 
the wounded cared for an investigation into 
the cause of the accident was begun. It was 
evident at the first glance that a great crime 
had been committed. Some n or per- 
sons had drawn the spikes removed two 
fish — evidently for the purpose of wreck- 
ing train.

Cattle Stealing in the Northwest 

Cattle raising is the chief vocation 
jn Montana and the neighboring Ter- 
itorl-es, but cattle. stealing: is a voca- 
tion not far behind it. And the curious 
part of it is that there is no region in 
the world where horse and cattle steal- 
ing is attended with greater dangers. 
Detection is followed by certain death. 
The life of a horse or cow thief in that 
rude country is not worth the price of 
20 feet of inch rope There is very 
little judicial law in Montana, but 
there is a good deal of concrete justice, 
which, perhaps, is quite as good. It is 
stated that fifty stock thieves have 
been lynched in the Territory in the 
last six months, Seven were hanged 
in a group in one spot and at one timé 
a few weeks ago. And yet, in spite of 
this summary way of dealing with the 
thieves, the stealing business continues 
to flourish, It extends over areas 
hundreds of miles in extent, from the 
upper part of California to the British 
line, and from Oregon to the Missouri 
river, and it is estimated that several 
hundred persons are engaged in it 
They dese*nd on the herd at night, 
separate as many animals as they ca 
take care of, and drive them to distant 
points to be disposed of. Itis ditfientt 
and dangerous to pursue them, as they 


frequently operate in gangs, and are 
more than a mat h for the smal! parties
